| Imet with Ms. Davis at her request, The purpose was to 
take me up on my offer that I gave her at the 19 June meeting to 
review and comment on the Memorandum for the Record she would 
write on that meeting, 


I went over the Memorandum for the Record and pencilled 
in suggested changes and allowed Ms. Davis to check her numbers 
against my briefing notes. I told her that I had not made myself 
clear with respect to the requirements process for clandestine 
collection and discussed this in much greater detail. She took 
extensive notes and [ believe she will modify her Memorandum 
for the Record accordingly, 
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Ms. Davis then raised two questions, ‘he first she 
said she was instructed to raise and the second she thought 
would be useful for her understanding. The first was to ask 
for my reaction to a request for a ''list of all types of CIA 
publications". The second question was whether it would be 
possible to examine here in the building the DDO TrIRs which 
were noted by analysts as KEY to some specific but Hmited 
number of Intelligence Memoranda, 


I discussed the question she had been instructed ta 
raise and told her that it would be impossible to respond in 
a meaningful way and that the question would have to be 
narrowed significantly before we could even approach the 
problem. Ialso stated that on the basis of my knowledge of 
how the list would look I could not see how such a list could 


be useful to the staff. 


She said she would explain this to the 


person who had asked her to raise the question. With respect 
to seeing DDO reports, I said I would have to check with the 
DDO and find out whether this would be possible and what the 


conditions would be.
